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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Blake A. Tankersley (Reg. 59238) on May 27, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 42-48 have been cancelled. 

Claim 36 has been amended as follows: 
36. The bearing according to Claim 35, wherein the bonding surface of the fixed 
member has recesses and projections having 0.2 through 2.0 urn by an arithmetic mean 
height Ra and about 1 .5 through 10 urn by a maximum height Rz. 

Claim 39 has been amended as follows: 
39. The bearing according to Claim 38, wherein the bonding surface of the fixed 
member has recesses and projections having 0.2 through 2.0 urn by an arithmetic mean 
height Ra and about 1 .5 through 10 urn by a maximum height Rz. 
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Election/Restrictions 

Claim 15 is allowable as noted below. The restriction requirement mailed 
December 15, 2008 requiring an election of Species l-lll has been reconsidered in view 
of the allowability of this claim to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). 
The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all 
the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 16-28 and 35-41, depending on claim 
15 are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claims require all the 
limitations of the allowable claim. Accordingly, claims 15-29, 31 and 34-41 are now 
pending and not withdrawn. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are 
no longer applicable. See In reZiegler, 443 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

This application being in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 42-48 directed to the method of manufacturing a bearing for a wheel and non- 
elected without traverse. Accordingly, these claims have been cancelled as noted 
above.
